GERMANS USED DEAD 
TO FORM BARRICADE 


Paris, March 4.—An episode of the battle of Verdun is told 


by a wounded man who has arrived here, who was posted in 
n quarry at Louvemont on the Mouse Heights. He says: "The 
quarry ended at the rear in a deep cave running under the pla- 
teau of which the Germans would advance to tho attack. A 
detachment to which I belonged 
took 
refuge m the cave, 


while the heavy bombardment, lasting 48 hours was going on 
and after which the attaok was delivered. Arriving at the top 
oi' the plateau, the Germans dug an opening into the cave from 
above, but were prevented from entering, as they saw us with 
a machine gnu ready to receive them. 
Jn the meantime, they 


bad got, into the quarry, so that part of our detachment had 
to ruch forward to defend the entrance to the cave. The Ger- 
mans had no machine gun hut they 
used long jets of liquid 


fire, of red aud green color, and it, was by the light thus given 
that the struggle went on. For some minutes the Germans 
held their ground by piling up their dead so as to form a bar- 
ricade but nt last; our machine gun drove them hack and they 
worn then attached and driven out by another of our detach- 
ments which arrived in the nielt of time."
